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SOME FARMERS AMAZED 
Dr. Rex ford Gu y Tu gwell, resettlement ad min­ 
istrator, has been send ing relief money to farm­ 
ers who d id not ask for it and who were so star­ 
tled at receiv ing it th at they ru shed to the near­ 
est bank to inq u ire if they cou ld be arrested for 
cashing the check s. They cashed them, bu t only 
after reassu rance th at they were not jeop ard iz­ 
ing their freed om. 
If it shock s the tax p ay er to learn abou t the 
p rod igal manners of Doctor Tu gwell, this is the 
tax p ay er’s d ay to b6 shock ed . The New Deal 
has giv en him millions with which to “rehabili­ 
tate” the farmer and the Doctor is going to p u t 
the farmer on his feet, ev en if he has to sweep 
him off his feet first. 
Here’s what goes on beneath the fog: 
A few week s ago Wy oming farmers began re­ 
ceiv ing relief check s from the United States 
Gov ernment. They were not wealthy men and 
it p leased them no end to think the Gov ernment 
had been so thou ghtfu l. Then they began to 
wond er if they wou ld wind u p behind the bars if 
they cashed the check s. They had n’t ask ed for 
them. 
Ray Tay lor of Dou glas, Wy o., receiv ed two 
check s for $25 each from the resettlement ad min­ 
istration. 
Earl W. Lenzen of Dou glas receiv ed two for 
$30 each. 
Harv ey J. Nachtman of Du ll Centre receiv ed 
one for $25. 
Mr. Lenzen who, lik e the others, had not p e­ 
titioned for the money , was so startled th at he 
rou nd ed u p his wife and child ren and went to the 
Conv erse Cou nty Bank seek ing conserv ativ e, 
tru stworthy ad v ice as to his rights. Other farm­ 
ers, no less bewild ered at Doctor Tu gwell’s gen­ 
erosity , head ed for the same bank for the same 
reason. They were told they cou ld cash their 
check s. They d id . 
Senator Carey was su rp rised to learn th at his 
constitu ents were hav ing money p ressed u p on 
them. He wrote Doctor Tu gwell as follows: 
“I k now of one instance where a man receiv ed 


a check only for the reason th at he mad e inq u iry 
as to a rehabilitation homestead , which d oes not 
mean necessarily th at he need s assistance. I 
k now of sev eral cases where p eop le receiv ed 
check s who cou ld not u nd erstand why the* check s 
were sent to them and stated th at they had not 
ap p lied for assistance. 
“In another case a check was sent to a man 
who had ju st been granted a loan of $5 00 from 
the Wy oming Prod u ction Cred it Association, 
with p rov ision for an ad d itional cred it u p to 
$400.” 
Senator Carey has receiv ed sev eral commu ni­ 
cations p u rp orting to answer his letter, inclu d ­ 
ing a rep ly from Doctor Tu gwell. He has read 
them thorou ghly . He claims he is u nable to find 
any where among the v erbiage an u nd erstand able 
ex p lanation for the Wy oming wind falls. They 
are rich in ring-arou n<J-the-rosey material. 


This is important because with 
thte ex ception of the supreme 
court the v oice of the comptroll­ 
er general is probably the most 
potent in the gov ernment. 
While the president appoints 
him, he may not fife him. He 
may be remov ed in two way s 
only . He may be impeached, the 
house preferring charges and 
the senate acting as a court. Or 
he may be remov ed by joint reso­ 
lution of house and senate. 
Hence, the comptroller general 
is v irtually independent, free to 
go his way and able to dev ote 
his whole time to carry ing out a 
clause in the Constitution that 
reads: “ No money shall be drawn 
from the treasury but in conse­ 
quence of appropriations made 
by law.”

Monthly ex p enditu res u nder 
the works relief p rogram direct­ 
ed by Harry L. Hop kins, works 
p rogress adm inistrator, reached 
almost to the $200,000,000 m ark 
in March. At this rate it wou ld 
cost almost $2,4 00,000,000 to fi­ 
nance the p rogram for a y ear. 
The chief ex ecu tiv e asked con­ 
gress to ap p rop riate $1,5 00,000,- 
000 for nex t y ear, bu t at the 
same time he intim ated he m ight 
hav e to ask for more if indu stry 
did not absorb the u nemp loy ed 
faster than it has been doing. 
Hop kins, testify ing before the 
hou se ap p rop riations committee, 
was emp hatic on this p oint, ac­ 
cording to members of the com­ 
m ittee who heard him in ex ecu ­ 
tiv e session.

Race Rev iv ed In 1896 
The nex t time the historic 
grou nd was cov ered in a race was 
2,386 y ears later, in 1896, when 
the Oly mpiad was reconv ened , 
and a Greek sheep-herd er, Lou es, 
won. 
On each occasion of the renew­ 
al of the Oly mpic marathon 
there has been plenty of ex cite­ 
ment and d rama to mark its 
ru nning. Perhaps the most d ra­ 
matic finish of the marathon in 
the mod ern Oly mpic games was 
the hectic end ing of the Lond on 
grind in 1908. 
Dorand o Pietri of Italy , the 
greatest d istance ru nner of that 
d ay , was the first to enter the 
stad iu m. Half crazed from fa­ 
tigu e he started to ru n the wrong 
way arou nd the track. Officials 
stopped him and steered him 
right. His ey es glazed , his face 
d istorted into a grim mask, his 
legs gav e way u nd er him and he 
plu nged into the cind ers—com­ 
pletely ou t. And v ictory only a 
few y ard s away . 
A d octor leaped d own from the 
stand s, ru shed ov er to the pros­ 
trate athlete and plu nged a hy ­ 
pod ermic need le into Dorand o’s 
wrist. The Italian’s ey elid s flu t­ 
tered . He leaped to his feet, ran 
lik a wild man for 50 y ard s, and 
again sprawled on his face in the 
cind ers. 
A cou ple of his cou ntry men 
helped the fallen ru nner to his 
feet. Half carry ing him, plead ing 
and u rging, they formed an es­ 
cort as he fou ght the remaining 
few y ard s across the finish line.

John Garland Pollard , former 
gov ernor of Virginia, d ipped into 
the record s of the past tod ay 
and came u p with the annou nce­ 
ment that the Pilgrim Fathers 
land ed in Virginia, not Massa­ 
chu setts. 
“It is all qu ite ev id ent,’’ said 
the scholarly Virginian, “if y ou 
read the May flower compact.” 
Unfu rling a copy of the an­ 
cient d ocu ment he recited : 
’’‘Hav ing u nd ertaken for the 
glories of God and the ad v ance­ 
ment of the Christian faith and 
honor of ou r king and cou ntry a ' 
v oy age to plant the first colonies 
in the northern part of Virginia 


( JP) —4* the territory Raleigh named lift­ 
er the qu een ex tend ed to a point 
btween Ply mou th Rock and Bos­ 
ton, which means the rock was 
in Virginia.” 
He said that if this fails to 
conv ince the d ou bters, let them 
ex amine the King James I grant 
of 1606. This gav e the right to 
settle as Virginia all land be­ 
tween parallels 34 and 4 5 from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
“This means,” Pollard ad d ed 
with a note of triu mph, “that not 
only was Ply mou th Rock and 


Bo sto n in Virginia , but ev ery 
state in the present u nion ex cept 
North Dakota and Washington 
on the north and Lou isiana on 
the sou th!” 
The former gov ernor then pro­ 
d u ced a map d rawn especially for 
the Virginia history committee. 
It shows the United States with 
the word s—Virginia — ex tend ing 
across the continent. 
The V begins at Beagle Creek 
Ju nction, Oregon, and the final 
A is blocked ou t ov er Walnu t 
Grov e, North Carolina. Appropri­ 
ate parallel lines take in abou t 
ev ery thing else.

In 1904 , 
at St. Lou is, Tom Hicks of Boston 
was d eclared the winner of the 
marathon bu t not u ntil the offi­ 
cials had ru led ou t Fred Lorz, 
the first man to cross the finish 
line. Lorz bu rst into the stad iu m, 
su rprisingly fresh, and raced 
across the finish line miles ahead 
of the nex t competitor. An inv es­ 
tigation d isclosed that Lorz had 
rid d en 15 miles of the d istance 
on a tru ck, hopped off ou tsid e 
the city , and galloped arou nd -the 
stad iu m and across the finisl\ 
line to the wild applau se of the 
assembled throng. 
It was Lorz’ id ea of a joke, bu t 
the officials, lacking his sense of 
hu mor, tossed him ou t in d is­ 
grace. 
In Los Angeles little Ju an Za- 
bala of Argentina picked u p his 
cou ntry ’s flag after breaking the 
tape in the marathon and raced 
arou nd the track hy sterically 
wav ing the banner while the 
crowd chered him. What the 
coming Oly mpic marathon ov er 
the cou rse in Germany hold s in 
store no one knows, bu t it is a 
safe gu ess that it will, like past 
races, d ev elop its share of the 
d ramatic.
